Planting Directions for Chrysanthemums 


Plant in good sunny tocation on ground that was fertilized the 
previous fall or at the time of digging. If possible mix a tablesooon of 
bonemeal into each hole when you plant them. When plants are well 
started, pinch out the center of each. Then if you want extra large 
flowers leave just 6 or 8 shoots to the plant and just one bud to the 
shoot. If you do not care for the exhibition size flowers they do not need 
any thinning or disbudding except the pinching out the tops of the plant 
after growth is first started. They will make nice cut flowers and garden 
decoration without disbudding. 


You owe it to yourself to give these English Chrysanthemums a good 
trial. 


If possible, mention a few second choice varieties. Some of the 
stock is still scarce and the demand has been great. 


These are nice strong single plants grown from rooted cuttings.

GROWING INSTRUCTIONS FOR GLADIOLUS 


Plant in good loamy soil about 4 inches deep as soon as frost danger is 
past. Plant about 6 inches apart in rows a convenient distance apart. 

Treatment—Due to the presence of thrip in all parts of the U. S. it is ad- 
visable to treat before planting regardless of where purchased. Soak the bulbs 
in a lysol solution three to six hours and then plant. Solution of four teaspoons 
per gallon of water. When bulbs are six inches high dust with a 5% D.D.T. 
powder or spray, whichever is most convenient. This should be done about every 
10 days until they show color.
